could not uena him a few books about Ukrainian theater from Kiev, subject said 
that this is possible, bat tuat most of the books about Ukrainian theater arc sritt€ 
in .Russian# When questioned about this, and the reason for writing them in Russian 
she replied that it is easier for the students, but she added, tne language of ins- 
truction ..a tneir institute is Ukrainian, and one as a Russian had to learn the 
Ukrainian language, hource went on with this, and said that acme of his frienus 
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who had visited the Ukraine recently were amazed at the number of people who 
spoke kusaia n on the streets, they noticed that the majority of sicne in the 

cities wore Ukrainian, but the people considered themselves uiussione, or a mixture*

Source asked about Ukrainian theater in Ukraine, and what ^re the prospects for 
the conin. year* Subject said that many young people are making a name fox' tnem- 
sclvos in the theater ai present time* ..hen Uu.,et ii tiers was something in Kiev 
that could compare with oOVhEMjifjfK in Moscow, subject said that in the last year 
there were actions taken to start a young theater group along the lines of Sovreia£tt)(b 
on the right bank of Kiev, but upto now there has been no success* She added that 
whenever sue is in Moscow she is very impressed by sovreminuk , but aided that it 
is almost impossible to get tickets for one of their performances* 

Source asked subject about nov/o of riots in Kiev between Ukrainian students, 
and airican students* subject confirmee. these reports, and said that last year 
there wore fights in dance halls with africauu* _ae example she gave was: At a 



dance last year an african student constantly kept asking a Ukrainian girl to danoe, 
even though she was with her date, this kept on going on untill the girl refused 
to dance with him, the airican got mad and Crew threw water in her face, this 
action precipitated a riot, and the police were called in, subject said that such 
incidents are very common in Kiev* She also related her own experiance in SOCHI, 
where she went last year to rest after a tour, she said that she was approached by ai 
airican student who asked her out for dinner, ax ter dinner ne tried to um_>.e advances 
to her arid she told him oljf* This seemed to bother her quite a bit, lac subject did 
not talk of political matters to readily and source uid not press her on those* 

Source 6aid that he would be very grateful if she could send him cutouts from 
Kiev newspapers, poems oi' young Ukrainian poets taut appear once in while* she said 
that she would do this readily, source said that he in return would send her ills 
articles, and books about theater that appear in the emmigration, Taey exchanged 
addresses, with subject giving source address of ensanble in Kiev, and saying tnat 
at the present sue plans to move, and will «ead her home address us soon as she 
does move, kith this they parted. 
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
